There is nothing indecisive about the soore 
with which Edmonton’s champion basketball 
team defended their laurels against the London 
Shamrocks.

Mayor Duggan recommends to the hospital 
board the proposal to establish a home for aged 
and indigent people, with a hope that assistance 
ta maintain the institution may be secured from 
the Provincial Government. Is that not rather 
putting the problem the wrong way? There are 
aged and indigent people outside the cities, who 
require residence in some such institution, but for 
whose keep the taxpayers of the city are not re- 
sponsible, If the city founds such a home it will 
immediately be confronted with the question of 
admitting or refusing to admit helpless people 
sent in from towns and villages and country 
pointe; and will have another issue on hand like 
that of trying to get the Province to stand respon- 
aible for ontside patients sent to the city hospitals. 
The duty of taking care of the aged and poor of 
the province rests upon the general, rather than 
the local, authority, and it is the business of the 
Provincial Government to take the initiative in 
dealing with the matter. If—because the Govern. 
ment fails to do so—the city is obliged to found a 
home it should on ihe elear understanding that 
only bona fide residents of the city will be admit- 
ted to it or under a very definite agreement that 
the Government will pay for the care of cutsiders 
or will see that the municipalities from which 


they coma do so.

Premier Dunning says the Governments of 
Saskatchewan and Alberta are doing their bost 
fa secure competent men to undertake the man- 
agement of the wheat board, thus far without 
success. It was rather to be expected that diffi 
culty would be emconstered on thad score i 
year, as it was last, andit will not be surprising if 
the two Promiers again have to report that nobody 
will take the job to whom it would be safe to 
entrust it, Men who are capable of directing the 
operations of an enterprise of the kind are en- 
gaged in the grain trade on their own account, 
The idea in creating the board is to convert the 
grain trade into a monopoly, and to put the pri- 
vate dealers out of business, It is not strange that 
men should be ecarve who are willing to help the 
Governments suspend their business operations 
without buying the elevators into which they havo 
put @ great amount of money. 

The less strange because none of the grain 
dealers seem to have any more faith in the finan- 
cial suocess of the echeme than the Governments 


which are trying to persuade them to accept re- | 


sponsibility for it. The project to commandeor 
the wheat of these two provinces is a big one, 
fraught with large opportunities to lose money 


and thus twreck the reputations of whoever are | 
Men big enough to handle it 


at the head of it. 
have reputations which they cannot afford to risk 
in a venture which they do not believe likely to 


succeed, Whoever are the commissioners, they | 
are going to be universally and emphatically un- | 


popular unless they can pay the Alberta and 
Sasketchewan growers more for their wheat than 


the Manitoba farmers get and still close the year | 


without showing a loss of public money. Should 
they fail in either respect they will have to do 
business somewhere else in future. If the price to 


the farmer is kept down in the interests of safety, | 


there will be a broadside from the wheat growers. 
If the farmer is paid a high price at the expense 
of the provincial treasuries that will only mean 
that money is taken from one of his pockets and 
put into the other, while the non-farmer taxpayer 
will be ponalized without getting any compensa- 
tion. In looking for commissioners, the two Gov- 
ernments are really looking for ‘‘goats.’’ For the 
directors of that speculative enterprise it is a case 
of heads, somebody else will get the benefit; tails, 
they will have to stand the blame. And the Min- 
isters aro not offering to share the blame with 
them, They have prudently kept clear of that.
